And so a time of war. and tsp -ei ally of 
aaal Baa% renders not only applicable but 
imperative, a different c<nle than the one 
that is desirable and wholesome in time of 
|*»acc. 

The only question then becomes one as to 
the discretion and judiciousness of a given 
prohibition. Civil war iu a democracy is 
mm abnormal state, and indispensible rules 
for its conduct are in many cases such as 
should bo jealously w atched and punctually 
rescinded, al Ihe earlic! practicable and 
sale moment. Those rules imposing re- 
straints upon speech are amongst these. 
We are certainly not less the friend of a 
free paaaa than the editor of the F»emocral. 
We suppose he knows very well that the 
institution of sla\ery which appears to be 
Hie sole object of his worship), cannot live 
at all in the presence of a free press.

was one of t lie chief beroes in Ihe attack on 
Fort Anderson, near Wilmington. The 
army correspondent of the New York 
Times s a \ K 

Col. Moore, who coinmandrd al <; recti 
river, Ky., when John ttorgaa, with over 
3,ihhi men, demanded his surrender with 
less than 900, but who couldn't see it, and 
refused, because the Fourth of Julv wasn't 
a proper day to surrender on, commanded 
th" M division, and finally, upon Ihe with- 
drawal of Gea. .lack Casement, to move 
with Ihe 3d division round upon the ene- 
my's Hank, he took charge of the entire op- 
erations iu front of the work. Col. Hen- 
derson, of ihe Id brigade, 3d division, held 
the rlfM with one regiment: the 85th Indi- 
ana advanced as skirmishers. 

The troops moved forward at 7 o'clock A. 
M.. and by s o'clock began skirmishing 
with and driving in the rebel outposts. 

They fell book to ride-pita considerably in 
advance of the main work, and under cover 

of the Kims of the fort, w hich soon opened 
with the Whitworth guns and light aitil- 
lory commanding the open Seldia front. 

< Mir main line was not advanced so as to be 
se.-n by the enemy, but kept carefully con- 
cealed.

Tin 
plates, cups, sticks ami hands were kept 
busy until a sullicient temporary protection 
was formed, When spades, shovels, etc., 
which Colonel Moore had ordered forward 
from Smithville arrived, and enabled the 
men to complete a handsome breastwork 
across nearly Hie whole front of the rebel 
work.
